456  houses  have  been  improved  with  grant  aid  since  1949,  out  of  a  total 
of  1879  private  dwellings  in  the  district. 


During  the  jrear  a  sewerage  system  and  pumping  station  was  provided 
for  the  village  of  Wintrinjghain  with  sewage  being  pumped  to  the  "illington 
Works.  With  the  completion  of  a  new  sewerage  system  and  sewage  disposal 
works  for  the  village  of  West  Lutton  planned  for  commencement  in  1971 , 
the  Council' s  capital  works  programme  will  be  complete. 

In  the.  last  eighteen  years,  fifteen  new  village  sewerage  systems 
hage  been  provided  and  this  progress,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  the 
sewage  disposal  works  discharging  effluents  to  ;watercourses  continue  to 
give  satisfactory  results,  is  a  positive  answer  to  those  who  suggest  that 
small  districts  have  neither  the  resources  to  undertake  the  necessary 
improvements  nor  suitable  staff  to  maintain  and  operate  the  works. 

It  is  fashionable  in  some  quarters  to  maintain  that  efficiency  is 
improved  in  direct  ratio,  to  size  but  in  an  area  such  as  yours  it  is 
difficult  to  visualize  the  improvements  that  would  stem  from  the  setting 
up  by  a  larger  authority  or  regional  board  of  a  specialist  department  to 
deal  separately  with  this  aspect  of  environmental  health  unless  the  economic 
aspect  is  to  be  disregarded. 

E of u se  Collection  and  Disposal 

Work  started  towards  the  end  of  the  year  on  the  siteworks  for  the 
new  'Seerdnum'  pulveriser  plant  in  the  Malt on  Urban  District. 

The  plant  will  receive  all  refuse  from  your  district  and  two  adjoining 
districts  and  has  spare  capacity  to  deal  with  additional  refuse  should 
other  authorities  wish  to  make  use  of  it.  It  is  expected  that  tipping 
will  cease  on  the  semi-controlled  tips  in  your  district  early  in  1970.
